The  number  of  Births  (excluding  still  births)  registered  during 
the  year  was  283 — 141  males  and  142  females,  a  decrease  of  8  on 
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the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  Birth  Rate  of  19.1  which  compares 
favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  15.1.  Seven 
illegitimate  births  are  included  in  this  number.  There  were  also 
11  Still  births  which  are  not  included. 


Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  registered  during  the  year 
was  1 17 — 58  males  and  59  females,  giving  a  Death  Rate  of  7.9 
which  is  lower  than  that  for  1937. 

The  above  number  includes  the  deaths  of  36  persons  in 
institutions  outside  the  district,  22  males  and  14  females. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 

was  0.34.

The  deaths  from  “  other  violence  ”  include  4  pit  accidents, 
5  road  accidents,  2  deaths  from  scalds,  1  from  accidental 
drowning.

36  deaths  took  place  in  Institutions  outside  the  district. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  during 
the  year  was  12,  9  males  and  3  females.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate 
of  42.4  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  53.0. 
Five  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  premature  birth,  1  to  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  2  to  Broncho- Pneumonia,  1  to  asphyxia  neonatorum, 
1  to  erysipelas,  1  to  pachymeningitis  and  1  to  cardiac  malformation. 
Five  of  these  infants  did  not  survive  their  birth  a  week. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough,  and  no  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea  under  2  years  of  age,  during  the  year.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  report  are 
forwarded  to  the  City  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  and  specimens  for 
chemical  report  to  Sheffield.  Samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
count  and  for  biological  test  for  bacillus  tuberculosis  are  forwarded 
-  to  the  Pathology  Department  of  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Worksop. 
Herd  samples  of  milk  for  biological  test  for  tuberculosis  are  sent 
to  Cambridge  University. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  on  application  to  the  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  at  the  Council  Offices,  Carlton  Road, 
Worksop,  or  at  Stroome  House,  Carlton  Road,  Worksop. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  An  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  is  maintained  at  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
combined  districts.

(b)  The  Council  have  arrangements  with  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  of  Worksop,  for  the  use  of  their  ambulance. 
At  Harworth,  an  ambulance  is  maintained  by  the  Colliery  Hospital 
Fund,  for  use  in  the  Parish. 

At  Langold,  a  further  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Firbeck 
Colliery,  and  is  available  for  use  in  the  parishes  of  Carlton-in- 
Lindrick,  Hodsock  and  Styrrup  (Oldcotes).  The  parishes  of 
Carburton,  Cuckney,  Langwith  and  Welbeck,  are  also  served  by  a 
horse  ambulance  kept  at  Welbeck  (Welbeck  Estates.) 

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  direct  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  professional 
nursing  in  the  home,  either  for  infectious  or  other  cases.  The 
Notts.  Nursing  Federation  is  however  provided  with  considerable 
grants  from  the  County  Council  Funds,  in  respect  of 
specified  services,  including  the  maintenance  of  rural  nursing 
associations.  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the  Federation  are 
at  work  in  the  following  districts  : — 'Blyth  and  Hodsock,  Firbeck 
Main  Colliery,  Harworth.  Associations  not  affiliated  to  the  Notts. 
Nursing  Federation  are  : — Langwith  and  District  and  Welbeck 
Abbey  Estate. 

5.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical 
Services  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  There  are 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Harworth 
and  Langold. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  under  the  administration  of 
the  County  Council,  and  is  held  at  28,  Potter  Street,  Worksop,  on 
Fridays  from  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  for  adult  males  only,  and  from 
2  p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  for  females  and  children. 

6.  Hospitals. 

(a)  Isolation.  The  new  Board  for  the  North  Notts,  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  came  into  being  on  the  1st  April,  1938.  All 
infectious  diseases  in  this  district  other  than  small  pox  will  be 
received  at  this  hospital.  The  present  accommodation  is  for 
26  beds,  which  will  be  extended  to  52. 

The  present  accommodation  was  sufficient  during  the  year  for 
the  four  districts  concerned,  but  if  any  disease  became  epidemic 
the  accommodation  would  be  totally  inadequate,  and  it  would 
therefore  appear  essential  that  the  present  proposed  extensions  are 
proceeded  with  without  undue  delay.  Apart  from  the  fact  that 
the  accommodation  may  become  overtaxed,  the  present  hospital  is 
not  in  all  respects  up  to  modern  standards,  which  is  a  further 
incentive  for  acceleration  of  the  proposed  extensions. 
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(b)  General.  The  General  Hospitals  available  for  the 
district  are  those  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Worksop,  Doncaster, 
Gainsborough,  Lincoln,  Sheffield,  Nottingham  and  Retford.  There 
are  no  General  Hospitals  maintained  by  the  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  are  now  supplied  from  the 
Council’s  mains.  The  supply  of  water  coming  from  7  different 
sources  which  are  as  follows  : — 

HODSOCK  and  CARLTON.  The  water  comes  from  the 
Worksop  Borough  Council’s  mains,  and  is  held  in  a  storage 
reservoir  from  which  it  gravitates  to  the  parishes  of  Carlton  and 
Hodsock.  The  water  is  laid  on  to  1,341  premises,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  5,802.  The  total  consumption  for  the 
year  was  35,882,000  gallons, igiving  a  daily  average  of  16.94  gallons 
per  head  of  population. 
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The  responsibility  for  the  standard  of  purity  of  this  water 
rests  with  the  Worksop  Borough  Council,  but  as  a  safeguard 
bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out,  and  showed  the 
water  to  be  of  excellent  quality.

With  the  exception  of  houses, 
which  are  supplied  by  the  Council,  the  colliery  village  of  Bircotes 
receives  its  water  from  the  borehole  at  Sow  Carr,  near  Bawtry, 
owned  by  the  Colliery  Company,  Messrs.  Barber,  Walker 
and  Co.,  Ltd.

The  total  consumption  for  the  year  was 
3,882,000  gallons,  giving  a  daily  average  per  head  of  population  of 
13.39  gallons.

STYRRUP-WITH-OLDCOTES. 

Oldcotes  receives  its  water  supply  from  the  mains  of  Hodsock 
and  Carlton  scheme,  and  Styrrup  is  supplied  from  the  Harworth 
scheme. 
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In  Oldcotes  51  premises,  and  in  Styrrup  19  premises  with  a 
population  of  219  and  82  respectively,  receive  their  water  supply 
from  the  Council’s  mains,  and  during  the  year  865,000  gallons 
were  consumed,  giving  a  daily  average  per  head  of  population  of 
7.87  gallons. 


NETHER  LANGWITH. 

40  Premises  in  this  village  are  supplied  under  agreement  from 
the  mains  of  the  Blackwell  Rural  District  Council.

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  these  parishes  are  supplied 
from  the  deep  well  at  Carburton,  belonging  to  the  Welbeck 
Estate  Company,  The  well  is  approximately  85  feet  deep,  and 
the  volume  of  water  pumped  daily  is  about  165,000  gallons.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Sewage  disposal  schemes  are  in  operation  for  the  parishes 
of  Nether  Langwith,  Norton,  Welbeck,  Harworth,  Hodsock 
and  Carlton.  The  Council  have  now  under  consideration  the 
question  of  a  sewage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Cuckney  and 
Blyth,  but  these  schemes  have  been  held  up  pending  some 
satisfactory  financial  arrangements  being  arrived  at  as  to  cost, 
which  if  borne  by  the  Parish  Councils  would  be  prohibitive. 

The  schemes  which  are  in  operation  have  worked  satisfac¬ 
torily,  and  examination  of  samples  of  the  effluent  were  classified 
as  “  Good.” 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  question  of  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  has 
received  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  their  officers  who  have 
co-operated  by  all  means  available  with  those  of  the  County 
Council,  with  the  result  that  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the 
rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  are  moderately  satisfactory. 

The  County  Council  have  their  own  special  Inspector  in 
connection  with  these  duties.

*Of  these  approximately  300  are  accessible  to  sewers — and 
this  is  due  to  the  completion  of  extensions  to  sewers  in  the 
parish  of  Carlton.  The  Housing  Acts  will  account  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  many  of  these  and  negotiations  are  already  proceeding 
for  the  conversion  of  others. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  carry  out  the  scavenging  of  9  Parishes,  6  by 
direct  labour  namely  : — Harworth,  Blyth,  Carlton,  Hodsock, 
Wallingwells  and  Styrrup-with-Oldcotes,  and  the  parishes  of 
Norton,  Cuckney  and  Nether  Langwith,  are  scavenged  by 
contract.  The  remaining  parishes  are  of  a  rural  character,  with 
small  populations,  where  the  scavenging  has  been  done  by  the 
inhabitants  themselves.  The  arrangements  for  the  parishes 
referred  to  appear  to  be  quite  satisfactory,  and  the  work  is 
efficiently  carried  out. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Sanitary  state  of  the  area  on  the  whole  is  quite  satis¬ 
factory,  and  is  kept  under  reasonable  supervision  by  the 
Inspectors.  There  were  a  total  of  2,551  visits  paid  during  1938. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

Under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  one  complaint  was  received. 
30  inspections  were  made,  and  7  unsatisfactory  conditions 
found  relating  to  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  were 
subsequently  remedied. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  were  no  camping  sites  used  during  the  year  1938,  or 
licences  granted.  Consequently  there  were  no  campers. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  were  no  Council  houses  found  infested  with  bugs, 
but  there  were  16  other  houses,  6  at  Harworth  and  10  at 
Langold.  The  6  houses  at  Harworth  were  disinfested  by  the 
Colliery  Company  in  co-operation  with  the  Council’s  Inspector 
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The  fumigant  used  was  Cromessol  Solution  “  B.”  The  10 
houses  at  Langold  Colliery  Village  were  also  disinfested  by  the 
Colliery  Company  in  co-operation  with  the  Inspector. 

The  steps  taken  in  each  case  were  the  removal  of  all  wood¬ 
work,  skirting,  etc.,  and  the  spraying  with  Solution  “  B.” 
Clothing  and  bedding  being  fumigated.  All  woodwork  before 
being  replaced  was  treated  with  creosote,  and  the  walls 
distempered. 

The  steps  taken  by  the  Council  for  the  prevention  of 
infestation  of  their  own  houses  have  been  to  inspect  all  furni¬ 
ture  and  bedding  of  would-be  tenants,  before  they  were 
admitted,  and  if  there  was  any  doubt,  all  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
would  be  fumigated,  and  furniture,  etc.,  sprayed  with  Zaldecide. 

Schools. 

Altogether  there  are  11  schools  in  the  district,  and  with  the 
exception  of  those  at  Langold  and  Bircotes,  they  are  of  an  old 
pattern.  Two  of  these  are  definitely  out  of  date,  and  it  is  under¬ 
stood,  will  be  renewed  at  an  early  date.  Pasteurised  milk  is 
supplied  to  all  the  Schools  under  the  Milk  Marketing  Boards’ 
Scheme. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  amongst  the  scholars 
has  been  somewhat  higher  than  in  previous  years,  which  has 
been  generally  due  to  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
village  of  Bircotes.

Recreation  and  Playing  Fields. 

Although  the  villages  in  the  area  have  rather  better  facilities 
for  recreation  than  in  most  rural  districts,  few  of  these  have 
been  provided  by  the  local  Councils,  although  these  Councils 
were  given  power  to  make  such  provision  under  the  terms  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1894.  However,  it  is  trusted  that 
Parish  Councils  will  now  take  advantage  of  the  assistance 
which  the  Government  is  giving  through  the  National  Fitness 
Council,  which  should  materially  assist  local  authorities. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  suitable  recreation  grounds 
in  rural  areas,  is  one  that  has  been  very  much  neglected 
throughout  the  country.  It  therefore  cannot  be  wondered  at  if 
young  people  tend  to  migrate  from  the  duller  and  more  unin¬ 
teresting  villages. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

The  only  three  places  in  the  area  from  which  smoke  is 
likely  to  be  emitted  are  Firbeck,  Harworth  and  Langwith 
Collieries.  Tests  were  carried  out  on  two  occasions  at  Firbeck. 
In  the  first,  the  period  of  emission  was  in  excess  of  that  laid 
down  in  the  Byelaws.  Representations  were  made  to  the 
Company  and  a  subsequent  observation  showed  the  matter  to 
be  satisfactory. 

No  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  Harworth, 
except  in  connection  with  the  old  tip.  Present  inspections 
show  that  the  inflammable  material  is  practically  burned  out 
and  the  amount  of  smoke  emitted  could  not  be  considered  a 
nuisance.  The  new  tips  provided  by  Colliery  Company  are,  up 
to  the  present,  quite  satisfactory. 

Complaints  of  an  excessive  amount  of  grit  from  the 
chimneys  of  Langwith  Colliery  have  also  been  received,  and  at 
the  present  time  the  officers  of  the  Council  are  in  consultation 
with  the  colliery  management  on  the  subject. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  is  only  one  swimming  pool  in  the  area  in  connection 
with  the  Firbeck  Colliery.  The  pool  is  well  managed  and  there 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 


HOUSING. 

64  dwellings  were  represented  as  not  being  fit  for  human 
habitation.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  the  case  of  43  and 
21  undertakings  were  accepted. 

At  the  present  time  the  Inspectors  are  carrying  out  another 
survey,  beginning  with  the  older  villages,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
a  considerable  number  of  these  houses  will  require  representations. 
Although  there  may  not  be  many  requiring  Demolition  Orders,  at 
the  same  time  it  may  be  found  that  the  cost  of  repair  in  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  would  be  out  of  proportion  to  the  value  of  the 
houses,  consequently  these  houses  must  be  dealt  with  under 
Section  11  or  Section  26  of  the  Housing  Act  1936. 
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The  general  standard  of  houses  in  the  district  is  considerably 
above  that  met  with  in  most  rural  districts,  due  to  the  fact  that 
over  2,000  houses  are  in  colliery  villages,  and  have  been 
recently  erected,  and  also  in  the  southern  side  of  the  district  a  large 
number  of  the  houses  belong  to  estates,  whose  property  may  be 
old,  but  who  keep  it  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair. 


In  the  older  villages,  and  in  that  part  of  the  district  outside  the 
portion  referred  to,  the  defects  met  with  are  those  which  are 
generally  seen  in  rural  areas,  namely,  excessive  dampness,  improper 
lighting  and  lack  of  repair,  inadequate  drainage,  and  lack  of  general 
amenities.  The  houses  as  a  rule  are  of  a  very  old  type,  and  owners 
have  neglected  to  carry  out  ordinary  reasonable  repairs  and 
improvements. 


These  houses  can  usually  be  re-conditioned  provided  the 
owner  is  prepared  to  expend  money,  and  in  this  connection  the 
attention  of  owners  is  invited  to  the  facilities  which  exist  under 
the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts  1926 — 1931.  Through  these 
Acts,  property  owners  can  obtain  up  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of 
re-conditioning,  provided  the  house  is  considered  suitable.  In  the 
re  conditioning  of  houses,  in  my  opinion,  a  bathroom  should  be 
considered  essential,  as  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  any  mother 
to  keep  a  family  of  young  children  reasonably  clean,  when  she  is 
compelled  to  draw  water  for  baths,  and  no  suitable  accommodation 
is  provided  for  the  same. 


Overcrowding. 

There  were  10  houses  reported  as  overcrowded  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1937.  4  Cases  of  overcrowding  have  now  been  abated, 

and  it  is  expected  that  the  remaining  6  families  will  be  re-housed 
in  the  near  future. 


Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts,  1889 — 1923. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  above-mentioned  Acts,  4  houses  have 
been  erected  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  houses 
on  which  loans  have  been  granted  by  the  Authority  up  to  137. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  facilities  granted  are  appreciated, 
and  advantage  has  been  taken  of  them. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk  Supply. 

The  number  of  registered  cowsheds  on  the  31st  December  was 
77,  wholesale  producers  77  and  retailers  85.  There  were 
93  visits  paid  by  the  Inspector  to  these  various  concerns,  and  there 
were  a  total  of  12  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  the  cleanliness 
test;  2  of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  7  Herd  samples  for  biological 
tests  were  also  submitted,  these  included  milk  from  all  the  animals 
in  the  area.  The  results  of  these  tests  were  negative,  and  I  am 
informed  that  13  milch  cows  were  taken  by  the  Veterinary  Inspec¬ 
tor  for  slaughter  on  account  of  Tuberculosis.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  there  were  no  positive  results  from  samples  submitted 
for  biological  tests,  at  the  same  time  the  fact  that  13  animals  were 
slaughtered  shows  the  necessity  for  strict  supervision. 

There  are  7  accredited  herds  and  no  T.T.  herds  in  the  area. 
In  view  of  the  advantages  which  accrue  to  both  proucers  and  con¬ 
sumers  in  connection  with  both  these  types  of  milk,  it  is  surprising 
to  notice  how  reluctant  producers  are  to  take  advantage  of  the 
public  demand  for  the  highest  quality  of  milk.  It  will  be  unfortu¬ 
nate  if  producers  remain  adamant  on  this  question,  as  the  time  is 
approaching  when  the  public  will  insist  on  nothing  short  of  a  safe 
milk  being  retailed,  and  unless  producers  can  satisfy  their  demands, 
some  form  of  general  pasteurisation  or  sterilisation  by  heat  will 
become  necessary. 

Cowsheds  generally  comply  with  the  conditions  demanded  by 
the  Acts  and  Orders,  but  at  the  same  time  it  must  be  pointed  out 
that  the  standard  is  definitely  low,  and  here  again  this  matter  must 
soon  receive  further  attention. 

Meat. 

There  are  5  registered  and  4  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  The  Inspector  paid  695  visits  to  these  slaughterhouses 
during  the  year.  The  actual  premises,  although  not  coming  up  to 
modern  standards,  were  as  a  rule  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
sanitary  condition,  and  the  meat  sold  was  generally  of  good  quality. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

See  page  6,  paragraph  2. 
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Shellfish  (Molluscan). 

There  are  no  shellfish  beds  or  layings  in  the  area,  and  it  is 
understood  that  no  shellfish  are  marketed  in  the  district. 

Nutrition. 

The  standard  of  nutrition  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  that  of  other  rural  or  semi-rural  districts. 
There  is  no  evidence  such  as  deficiency  diseases  to  point  to  the 
widespread  shortage  of  food.  Where  there  has  been  unemploy¬ 
ment  and  also  amongst  the  rural  workers  with  large  families,  the 
income  available  for  the  purchase  of  food  would  require  to  be 
expended  with  considerable  judgment,  and  even  then  it  is  doubtful 
in  many  cases  whether  or  not  a  sufficiency  is  available. 

Another  point  is  whether  or  not  the  family  income  is  always 
expended  to  the  best  advantage.  If  all  classes  of  the  public 
possessed  a  better  elementary  knowledge  of  food  values  and 
domestic  economy,  the  nutrition  and  health  of  their  families  would 
be  definitely  improved.  In  the  purchase  of  foods,  too  little  of  the 
family  income  is  expended  on  such  articles  of  diet  as  fresh  vege¬ 
tables,  meat  and  milk,  and  wholesome  wholemeal  flour,  instead, 
considerable  quantities  of  tinned,  preserved  foods  and  cake  are 
used,  which  are  not  the  equivalent.  Also,  too  little  attention  is 
given  to  the  art  of  cooking. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  21  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  as  compared 
with  14  in  1937.  20  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 

one  case  was  treated  at  home,  The  type  of  the  disease  was  mild 
and  there  were  no  deaths.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  at 
the  village  of  Bircotes. 

Diphtheria. 

The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  considerably  higher  than 
in  previous  years,  there  were  36  cases  notified,  32  of  which  were 
treated  in  Hospital,  and  there  were  5  deaths.  The  type  of  the 
disease  was  severe,  17  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  village  of 
Bircotes.  No  scheme  for  immunisation  is  at  present  in  operation. 

Gerebro- Spinal  Fever. 

No  case  was  reported. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  one  was  treated  in  the  local  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  and  the  other  at  Sheffield.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  16  cases  and  4  deaths  as  compared  with  24  cases 
and  10  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  8  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  9  cases  of 
Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified,  as  compared  with  5  and  8 
respectively  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  5  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  and  1  from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There 
would,  therefore,  appear  to  be  little  change  in  the  incidence  of  the 
disease,  which  is  not  high  considering  the  fact  that  there  is  a  large 
mining  population  in  the  district. 

Influenza. 

Influenza  was  not  unduly  prevalent  during  the  year.  The 
cases  occurred  during  the  early  and  later  months.  There  was  one 
death. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

In  a  rural  district  this  question  scarcely  arises,  as  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  the  School  Medical  Services,  and 
the  arrangements  for  treatment  of  V.D.  diseases  are  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council. 

However,  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  prevention  of  injury 
to  the  eyes  for  any  men  employed  by  the  Council. 

Measles. 

As  this  is  a  non-notifiable  disease,  we  have  no  records  show¬ 
ing  what  the  incidence  was  other  than  the  cases  reported  by  Head 
Teachers  of  Schools.  No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year 
1938.  There  were  no  cases  admitted  to  the  local  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation  has  not  been 
used.  Two  deaths  at  all  ages  were  registered  during  1938.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  following  Report 
showing  the  various  works  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year  1938. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  and  home  conditions  investi¬ 
gated  following  the  removal  of  patients  suffering  from  Infectious 
Disease  in  all  cases,  viz.  : — 

45  Diphtheria. 

21  Scarlet  Fever. 

2  Infantile  Paralysis. 

In  addition,  two  classrooms  have  been  fumigated  at  Bircotes 
School. 

Bedding  and  clothing  from  infected  rooms  and  persons  are 
removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital  at  Carlton  for  disinfection  by  a 
Thresh’s  Steam  Disinfector. 

Water  Supplies. 

Public  Supplies.  Twelve  samples  of  water  taken  from 
public  supplies  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Well  Supplies.  During  the  year  14  well  supplies  have 
been  sampled  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  3  of 
which  were  proved  unsatisfactory. 

Two  of  these  well  supplies  serve  dwellings  in  respect  of  which 
the  Council  have  accepted  undertakings  to  repair  and  make  fit.  An 
item  included  in  each  undertaking  requires  the  necessary  works  to 
provide  a  wholesome  and  adequate  supply  of  water. 
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The  other  well  supply  situate  in  the  parish  of  Styrrup  proved 
unwholesome,  was  the  subject  of  a  Statutory  Notice  authorised  by 
the  Council  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  owner  appealed 
against  the  notice  to  the  Minister  of  Health,  but  this  was  dismissed 
and  subsequently  the  dwellinghouse  was  provided  with  a  piped  in 
supply  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

One  chemical  analysis  of  a  well  supply  was  made  during  the 
year,  which  has  proved  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Privy  Middens  have  been  reduced  by  18  during  the  year, 
12  being  converted  to  19  pail  closets,  and  6  converted  to  16  water 
closets. 

The  sewer  and  sewerage  extensions  in  the  parish  of  Carlton 
completed  during  the  year  will  account  for  the  conversion  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  during  the  coming  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  scavenging  services  during  this  year  have  been  extended 
to  include  the  parish  of  Nether  Langwith  and  are  let  by  contract. 

The  work  carried  out  by  contract  include  the  parishes  of  Norton, 
Cuckney  and  Nether  Langwith,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  two 
tips  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Norton  and  Cuckney. 

Direct  labour  is  employed  for  the  whole  of  the  Northern 
District,  and  two  tips  are  provided  for  the  disposal  of  refuse.  These 
are  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Harworth  and-  Styrrup-with-Oldcotes. 

At  all  tips  the  controlled  system  of  tipping  has  been  adopted.

A  new  “  Commer”  refuse  vehicle  has  been  purchased  during 
the  year  to  replace  an  old  “  Ford,”  and  three  additional  dustbin 
removing  wheelbarrows  have  been  brought  into  use,  thus  improving 
the  conditions  of  removing,  handling  and  loading  refuse. 
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Cesspools. 

The  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  as  and 
when  required.  14  have  been  emptied  during  the  twelve  months 
under  review. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

Under  the  Shops  Act  1934  no  complaints  have  been  received 
or  unsatisfactory  conditions  found  to  exist. 

30  Inspections  were  made  and  7  unsatisfactory  conditions 
relating  to  the  Public  Health  Act  were  remedied. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Further  negotiations  have  been  carried  out  with  the  Firbeck 
Colliery  Officials,  and  although  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the 
emission  of  smoke  from  the  Colliery  chimney  caused  complaint,  later 
observations  proved  an  obvious  endeavour  to  control. 

Harworth.  This  Colliery  and  By-products  Plant  are  among 
the  most  up-to-date  in  the  County,  and  the  emission  of  smoke  has 
caused  no  complaint.  The  observation  made  during  the  year  shows 
a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Nether  Langwith.  During  the  year  a  complaint  was 
received  concerning  the  emission  of  grit  from  the  Langwith  Colliery 
chimney.  An  interview  with  the  Colliery  Officials  resulted  in  the 
Company  taking  all  precautions  and  installing  additional  appliances 
to  remedy  the  nuisance,  and  I  have  to  report  that  such  remedies 
have  proved  effective. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  Council  have  had  no  occasion  to  take  action  for  the  eradi¬ 
cation  of  bed  bugs,  but  have  worked  in  co-operation  with  the 
Harworth  and  Firbeck  Colliery  Companies  for  the  disinfestation  of 
Colliery  property. 

Sixteen  houses  have  been  disinfested  during  the  year,  six  at 
Harworth  and  ten  at  Langold. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Tents,  vans  and  sheds  and  dwellings  of  a  temporary  nature  have 
been  frequently  inspected  throughout  the  year.  There  are  65  such 
dwellings  in  the  district  and  of  these  40  have  been  represented  to  the 
Council  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Housing  Acts 
1930  and  1936.  In  33  cases  demolition  orders  were  made  and 
undertakings  accepted  in  respect  of  the  remaining  7.

Turing  the  year  two  cowsheds  have  been  re-modelled  and 
brought  up  to  the  standard  demanded  by  the  Acts  and  Orders. 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders. 

Six  supplementary  licences  are  issued  under  these  Orders,  four 
to  sell  Pasteurised  and  one  each  to  sell  Accredited  and  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  in  this  area. 

Sampling. 

During  the  year  19  samples  of  milk  were  !taken  and  submitted 
for  examination  with  the  following  results  : — 

2  Samples  taken  for  Bacterial  content  both  proved  satisfactory. 

10  Samples  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test, 
2  of  which  proved  unsatisfactory. 

7  Samples  submitted  to  the  Institute  of  Animal  Pathology  and 
no  sample  showed  evidence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD. 

There  are  five  registered  and  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district. 

During  the  year  no  new  premises  have  been  licensed  or  any 
licences  revoked. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the  carcase  and  organs  of 
a  heifer  weighing  644  pounds,  which  was  tubercular.  The  carcase 
and  organs  were  surrendered  as  unfit  for  food. 

Two  calves  weighing  252  pounds  were  also  surrendered,  includ¬ 
ing  organs,  being  in  a  fevered  condition. 

903  Pounds  of  other  meat  were  surrendered  including  1  sheep 
suffering  from  Septicaemia. 
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The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was 
1,799  pounds. 

Retail  Meat  Shops,  etc. 

There  are  22  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  from  which  meat  is 
retailed.  These  have  had  frequent  inspection  during  the  year,  and 
it  was  not  necessary  to  condemn  any  meat  exposed  for  sale. 


HOUSING. 

Demolitions. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  representations  in  respect 
of  64  dwellings  during  the  year,  involving  43  Demolition  Orders 
and  21  Undertakings. 

Four  of  the  dwellings  which  were  subjects  of  Demolition  Orders 
have  now  been  physically  demolished. 

Undertakings. 

Of  the  21  undertakings  referred  to,  15  have  been  discharged, 
and  work  is  proceeding  on  the  remaining  6. 

Re-conditioning. 

Statutory  Notices  were  served  requiring  extensive  repairs  to 
three  cottages  at  Harworth.  These  have  now  been  brought  up  to 
the  standard  demanded. 

Informal  action  has  been  taken  to  have  12  houses  rendered  fit 
in  all  respects  in  the  parish  of  Carlton.  The  work  required  to  be 
done  is  proceeding. 

Re-housing. 

Two  schemes  have  been  prepared  during  the  year  and  have 
now  received  sanction  from  the  Minister.  The  16  houses  at  Rother¬ 
ham  Baulk,  Carlton,  for  the  displacement  of  persons  in  that  parish 
have  been  commenced.  The  work  of  erection  of  four  houses  at 
Oldcotes  will  proceed  almost  forthwith.  This  scheme  is  to  re-house 
persons  living  in  condemned  houses  in  the  parish  of  Styrrup-with- 
Oldcotes. 

Overcrowding. 

Of  the  10  houses  reported  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
4  have  been  abated  involving  the  displacement  of  38  persons.
